Your  Unified  IVIission  Giving  In  Action 

Last  fall,  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Miles  was  infornned  by  the 
Vision  and  Renewal  Unit  of  the  Presbytery  that  their  Ennerging 
Missions  Grant  application  to  begin  a  nnentoring  progrann  for  at-risk 
youth  had  been  approved.  Enter  Kids  Hope  USA  which  is  now  in  its 
fourth  nnonth  of  operation.  They  trained  11  nnentors  and  11  prayer 
partners  in  early  January  who  have  now  paired  up  with  11  at-risk 
elennentary  school  students.  How  innportant  is  this  project?  Fronn  a 
student  when  asked  why  he  arrived  at  school  so  early,  "Because  you 
(nny  nnentor)  were  conning."  Fronn  a  prayer  partner,  "This  project  nnay 
be  nnore  innportant  for  our  church  than  for  the  kids."  Fronn  a  teacher, 
"How  I  adnnire  the  Presbytery  for  their  dedication  to  a  project  that  nnay 
be  our  only  hope  in  the  nnire  of  lost  kids  in  education."  Fronn  the 
director  of  Kids  Hope  USA,  Sara  Hankenneier,  "Thank  you  Presbytery 
of  East  Iowa  for  helping  us  financially  with  this  new  adventure.  Your 
support  and  prayers  are  so  appreciated."
